During the past wonk or ten days the 


peculiar glow which has attended the 
sunsets seem to havo been witnonBodj 
throughout the eastern nnd -western him- 
isplieres. 
Tho cloud-glowa in Europe 


have even attrootod more attention from 
scientist tlwti in this country. Oar ewu 
state papers for several days have boon 
giving notices of tho beautiful sunsets in 
their respective localities. 
Tho State 


Journal says "this peculiarity has at- 
tracted attention throughout the entire 
country and tho result of an investiga- 
tion by scientists IB being awaited with 
very pronounced expressions of interest. 
It is not diCicnlt to imagine the glare, 
that coutinuf s long after the arm has dis- 
appeared below tho horizon, coming from 
some awful great fire. JJot only in Aiuar- 
ica has tho phenomenon boen witnessed, 
but England lias observed it, the only 
difl'oroncs beiug that the brilliant glow 
lasts longer there than ou this aide ot the 
wator. It has boon suggested that the 
display was due to the roilection oE tho 
aun's rays from a cloud o£ motoric dust. 
To sustain this position, it [is urged the 
meteors havo been lately seen in uniisnal 
quantities, and that !tho earth has^iust 
passed [through tho .November belt o£ 
meteors."

sunset of last evening as seaa from New 
York was certainly an singular and beau- 
tiful as any mentioned in that paper. A 
writer in Nature suggests that it would 
be on interesting scientific question to 
determine the height ot tho clouds which 
reflect the sun's light so long after the 
sun itaolt lias disappeared below tho hor- 
izon."
